h document was sent to Congress only 
a few days ago, Suppose the names 
to Le ranged in a single column—an 
unusual thing in signing a petition— 
and each name to occupy half an inch 
of space, we should have twenty-four 
names to the foot, seventy-two to the 
yard, and twelve hundred and four­ 
teen on the petition, seventeen yards 
in length. If the document was signed 
in double column it must have carried 
the names of at least twenty-five hun­ 
dred iady advocates of polygamy.

persuasion used in obtaining these sig­ 
natures—if these Mormon wives,moth­ 
ers, sisters and daughters express their 
true feelings and sentiments in this 
petition, there has been a good deal of 
sym pathy thrown away on the women 
of Utah, and it is a mjstake that there 
was not a vast am ount of female hap­ 
piness and contentm ent under the old 
wife plurality system. 


Be Thou Charitable. 


Referring to poor K i b b e ’s defalca­ 
tions and before it knew how tragical­ 
ly and effectually lie hud closed his 
earthly accounts, the 8 an Jose Patriot 
said “ he has gone to join the vast car­ 
avan of vagabond defaulters in some 
foreign land.” 
H arsh words which 
would not have been written had the 
fate of the unfortunate man been 
known when they were penned. K in- 
b e deserved a better fate. 
A kinder- 
hearted, more open-handed man did 
not live in San Francisco. 
If “charity 
coveretha multitude of sins,” I v i b b e 
is not a vagabond in the land to which 
ha has gone.

The 
accruing interest and whether the in­ 
debtedness is by note, certificate of de­ 
posit or ordinary deposit should be 
clearly stated. 
Also the am ount of 
mortgaged indebtedness 
should be 
given. 
Then give the assets as plain­ 
ly as possible together with their real 
or supposed value. Such a plain, fair 
statement is due to this community 
and necessary for tho protection of 
creditors, m any of whom are liable 
through an imperfect understanding 
of the real condition of affairs, to part 
with their little all to those who will 
take advantage of their ignorance aiul 
purchase their claims at a ruinous dis­ 
count. 
It is the opinion of all that if 
Messrs. T e m p l e & W o r k m a n have 
used ordinary business tact, their as­ 
sets will fully equal their liabilities, 
and we may add that if this expecta­ 
tion is not realized, the opinion will 
prevail w ith m any that the owners of 
the bank have been the victims of 
transactions, which, but for the ex­ 
pansive character of the word “ finan­ 
c ie rin g ” would be termed unfair deal­ 
ing, and the fate which overtook the 
bankers in England, referred to by the 
Express, should be that of the parties 
thereto. 
Mr. T e m p l e was not a bank­ 
er. His kind heart and yielding dis­ 
position 
have ruined his financial 
prospects and endangered his noble 
estate. 
Those who study to fathom 
such natures as his marked him as 
their victim. 
His money went hither 
and thither on security not worth the 
paper 011 which it was written. Many 
of Mr. T e m p l e ’s best friends—good 
men; business m en—saw but could 
not check the wasting process. 
They 
stood off and predicted the inevitable 
crash. To late tosavi lii> fortune, Mr. 
T e m p l e realized the true slate of af­ 
fairs. 
B u t rich or poor, he has not lost 
his good name, and for the sake of 
that—for the sake of those who have 
not and will not believe him guilty of 
intentional wrong—he will, we trust, 
see that the strictest justice and fair 
play is extended to those whom a com­ 
bination of unfortunate circumstances 
have made unwilling creditors of i»is 
bank. 
If be feels that fairness and 
justice will not be accorded to all, let 
him defeat anything like unfairness 
by voluntary bankruptcy, and thus se­ 
cure that relief that the law guaran­ 
tees both to himself and his creditors. 
We trust all will be satisfactory, but 
we cannot but regard these semi-offi­ 
cial assurances made so far in advance 
of the report as being in bad taste ami 
calculated to excite suspicion, that 
they are intended to prepare the minds 
of the creditors for something they do 
not expect nor wish to hear.

PACIFIC COAST. 


Am Act to Authorize the Cordoration of 
the City of Los Angeles to issue. 
Ronds fo r Building a M ain Public 
Sneer in said Citg, and to Proride 
fo r their Payment. 
The people of the State of California 
represented In the 8 enate and As­ 
sembly do enact as follows : 
S e c t io n 1. The Common Council of 
the city of Los Angeles is hereby au­ 
thorized and empowered, for and in 
behalf and in the nam e of the said 
corporation known as the Mayor and 
Common Council of the city of Los 
Angeles, to issue bonds of said city to 
such amount as the Common Council 
shall see fit, not exceeeding the sum 
of one hundred and thirty thousand 
dollars, to sell the same and appropri­ 
ate the money received therefor to the 
acquisition b’y purchase or otherwise 
of the needed right of way, and to the 
construction in said city of a main 
public sewer of such dimensions and 
materials and in such m anner as the 
Common Council shall determine to 
be best. 
S ec. 2. Each of the said bonds shall 
be regularly numbered in numerical 
order, and shall be paid in such sum, 
not exceeding one thousand dollars, 
as the Common Council shall direct, 
shall he signed by the Mayor and City 
Treasurer of said city respectively, and 
countersigned by the Clerk of the 
Common Council, and have the cor­ 
porate seal of said city affixed thereto; 
they shall be payable to bearer in gold 
coin of the United States, at the office 
of the City Treasurer of said city, in 
said city', twenty-five years from and 
after the first day of July, A. D. 1876, 
and shall bear interest at the rate of 
seven percent, per annum from date 
until paid; and to provide therefor, 
shall have attached thereto, in the 
usual form,coupons signed b y th eC ity 
Treasurer of said city—the interest to 
be payable semi-annually 011 the first 
day of January, and the first day of 
July of each year at the office of said 
Treasurer; both principal and interest 
to be paid nut of the fund hereinafter 
established. 
S eu. 3. There is hereby created a 
fund in said city to be known and 
called The Main Sewer Fund, and the 
! City Treasurer of said city is hereby 
i required and directed to keep a regular 
account upon bis books with said fund. 
For the purpose of providing for the 
payment of the semi-annual interest 
on said bonds and ¿their final redemp­ 
tion and discharge, tlie authorities of 
said city are hereby authorized and 
required annually each year, at the 
same time and in the same m anner as 
other municipal taxes in said city are 
assessed, levied and collected, to as­ 
sess, levy and collect, so long as re­ 
quired, upon all taxable property in 
said city a tax of not exceeding one- 
fourth of one percent, upon each one 
hundred dollars of such property, all 
of which taxes shall paid to said City 
Treasurer, and be by him placed to 
the credit of said Main Sewer Fund 
and applied to the paym ent of the 
principal and interest of said bonds. 
Seu. 4. W henever at any time there 
shall be to the credit of said fund any 
sum in excess of the aggregate of the 
sum of five thousand dollars and the 
am ount that will be required to pay 
the semi-annual interest next thereaf­ 
ter to be paid 011 said bonds, the Com­ 
mon Council of said city is hereby au ­ 
thorized to direct and require the City 
Tren surer of said city to advertise for 
the redemption of bonds issued under 
this Act. 
Sec 5. 
It shall be the duty of the 
Mayor of said city, the City Treasu­ 
rer and Clerk of the Common Council 
to m ake out and return to the Com­ 
mon Council of said city within thirty 
days after the issuance of such bonds 
a list thereof, showing the number 
and am ount of each, and to whom 
sold and delivered, which report shall 
be entered in full upon U10 minutes 
of the Council, and tho original pre­ 
served in the office of said Clerk, and 
it shall be the further duty of the City 
Treasurer to enter such list in a suita­ 
ble book which shall be preserved in 
his office. 
Sec. 6. 
In providing for the sale of 
said bonds for tbeir redemption before 
m aturity, and in all other cases refer­ 
red to in this Act, the Common Coun­ 
cil shall have the power and authority 
to reject any or all proposals, and to 
do and perform such other things con­ 
cerning the construction of said sew­ 
er, and tho issuance, sale or redemp­ 
tion of said bonds before m aturity, as 
it may seem best for the interest of 
said city. 
8 e o. 7. 
This act shall take effect 
immediately.
